He received 
his Master of Music degree from Illinois 
University. 

Flutist, Lanny Pollet, is a graduate of the 
Eastman School of Music and is active in 
writing arrangements for the woodwind 
group. With Jesse Read, Pollet will receive 
his Master of Music degree from the Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria this spring. 

The Quintet has already been recorded 
on tape by the CBC which sponsored a 
well-received concert at the University of 
British Columbia earlier this month.
